THE WET AND DRY ELECTIONS. 


The result of the numerous spring elections through the interior 
valleys of the state do not give very much consolation to either side 


in the prohibition discussion. Towns that were ‘‘wet’’ have gone 


“*dry,’’ and those which were ‘‘dry’’ have gone ‘‘wet.’’ The result 
is largely a tie, and honors are even; but to the saloon element the 
result should teach one lesson, though we doubt if it be wise enough 


to learn it, and it is this: Conduct your business as it should be con- 


ducted and you will be let alone, but continue as it has been con- 
ducted and you will be suppressed. 

There is very little doubt but that the majority of the people of 
California do not favor prohibition, yet there are thousands of voters 
who will vote for it if it becomes an issue, not because they are total 
abstainers themselves, or want everybody else to be, if they are, but. 
solely because they do not like the way the saloons as a rule are run. 
Even in the ranks of the dealers and manufacturers of intoxicants 
that fact is so well realized that the wine men are separating, as far 
as they may, their cause from that of the saloons and are trying to 
run an anti-prohibition campaign alone. 

There is no reason why any saloon should not be run as decently 
as a grocery store, except that the cupidity of the proprietor leads 
him to sell liquor to intoxicated men, to permit gambling, to allow 
the saloon to be the rendezvous of all the town or neighborhood loaf- 
ers. No other business permits the same classes of people to loaf 
around its establishments as the saloons, and no grocery store or 
clothing house could do business for a day if it had the ‘“oang’’

community. If a banker defaults, or if he is understood to be un- 
sound financially, the other banks do not screen him. They refuse 
to do business with him. Howest business men always are glad when 
dishonest businessmen are put »ut of business. They recognize that 
the business of all is injured Ly the dishonesty of one. But the 
saloons will shield a saloon keeper whom they know, and whom every 
one else knows, and whom they know the whole town knows, is run- 


ning a disreputable house. The result is that they, by their pusillan- 
imity and weakness injure their own business, no matter how decent 
a house they are trying to conduct. 

We repeat, if the liquor interests are wise they will profit by the 
lesson that the recent local elections teach, and reform while there 
is yet time, else they may be surprised to wake up some morning in 
their self-confidence and find the prohibition lid clapped on so tight 
that their business is destroyed. 


PAROLING ONE-YEAR PRISONERS. 


The Supreme Court has decided that at the end of the first year’s 
imprisonment of a person in a state prison the prison board of direct- 
ors must listen to his plea for a parole, if his conduct be satisfactory. 
The decision has sent President Duffy off ‘‘at half cock,’’ to use a

We warned 
the court then that if this point was not cleared up we would 
go ahead, just as we had done in the past, denying applica- 
tions for parole from men who had failed to serve half their 


time.”’ 
Duffy is evidently devoid of every sense of humor, or he would! 
not have announced that the board of prison directors demanded 
anything of the Supreme Court. Naturally that body ignored the 
““demand’’ of Duffy and his colleagues, and decided the case as it 
saw fit. 

So far from the decision being obscure and unsatisfactory, as 
Duffy and his newspaper friends would make out, any one who knows | 
anything of penology, or of the principle of the parole law, knows 
that it is the only decision which the court could properly render, 
and that to have decided as Duffy and his friends desired would have 


have |

As the saloon keepers, however, have the most invested, they 
naturally have the most to learn by this see-sawing method, and it 
would seem as though they would so conduct their business as to 
disarm criticism. But very few do, and therefore, as we have said, 
they are made to suffer every other election. But to the mass of 
people this continual agitation of the liquor question is very tiresome, 
and they are more than inclined to solve the problem by putting the 
whole business out of existence, and that spirit is the stronger in the 
country than in the cities, and that fact is one that the Royal Arch
